Washington, September 30.—(#)— 
Herbert Hoover indorsed today a na- 
tion-wide program for spreading the 
cost of the republican campaign over 
1,000,000 contributions, or ten times 
the 1924 total of donors. 

With the presidential nominee's spe- 
cific approval, J. R. Nutt, republican 
national committee treasurer, after a 
eonference with Dr. Hubert Work, 
the national chairman, launched today 
a project for establishing “a new basis 
of nation-wide participation in financ- 
ing a presidential campaign” by the 
organization of the Hoover-Curtis le- 
gion in every state with the slogan, 
“One, million contributors.” 

“Campaign contributions should not 
be limited to the few,” Hoover de- 
clared in a statement indorsing the 
plan. “I believe there should be the 
widest possible participation in rais- 
ing the necessary expenses of the cam- 


paign. 
All Must Give. 

“Every presidential campaign is an 
important educational period in na- 
tional issues. It is the duty of politi- 
eal parties to present their views and 
issues to the public. This involves a 
legitimate expenditure of money, all 
of which is publicly accounted for. 
Therefore, all those who are inter- 
ested in the issues and the republican 
party should assist the committee in 
this work.” 

Nutt pointed out that while only 
90,604 persons contributed to the 
Coolidge campaign fund, 15,725,016 
votes were cast for him in 1924 and 
“we are asking that one in fifteen of 
these voters join the Hoover-Curtis 


legion and contribute a dollar or more| port 
+to the campaign fund.” 


He added that “we are looking to

News.)—The anti-liquor smuggling 
agreement between the United States 
and Great Britain has heen renewed 
another year, the United News learn-

This agreement, which is written | 
but unsigned, permits coast guard | 
vessels to enter British territorial | 
waters in the West Indies to observe 
loadings and sailings of boats sus 
pected of engaging in rum runnings. 
It was originally negotiated in Lon- 
don by General Lincoln C., ype 
former assistant secretary of treas- | 
ury in charge of prohibition enforce- | 
ment. | 

The axreement, however, does not | 
permit seizure of suspected rum ves- | 
sels while within British territorial | 
waters. 

Considerable agitation was started | 
by the Bahamas colonial government | 
a few months ago after it was charged | 
that a coast guard cutter, in British | 
waters for observation, seized a rum | 
ship and confiseated its cargo, An |} 
effort was made at that time to abro- | 
gate the agreement, but after an ex-,| 
change of notes between Washington | 
and Léndon it was decided to permit ' 
its continuance.

The pact was no sooner renewed | 
when the British embassy forwarded

The affidavits, signed by two

dale, Fla., had captured and confiscated 
a boat within Bahama waters, 

Coast guard headquarters replied 
the boat was seized 10 miles at sea | 
with a cargo of liquor. The British | 
embassy, however, requested the state , 
department to make a full investiga- | 
tion. 

Rum running from foreign waters 
is operating on a highly organized 
scale, with runners confining them- 
selves to certain territories.

October 27, the seventieth anniversary 
of Theodore Roosevelt's birth, at a 
banquet at Roosevelt house, the former 
president’s birthplace.

New York, September 30.—(United News.) —‘“The Yanks are hard 


to beat.” 


They say it in the east and they tell you the same story in the west, 
and behind this simple, trite phrase may lie the answer to the problem 
perplexing baseball fans far and wide—who is going to win the world 


series? 

The furtive-eyed, tight-lipped gentry 
who make baseball a betting proposi- 
tion have established the St. Louis 


Cardinals as favorites over the New 
York Yankees at odds of 7 to 5, In 
view of the apparent preponderance 
of pitching strength enjoyed by the 
National league champions, these odds 
may lengthen before the first ball is 
itched at Yankee stadium next 
Thursday afternoon. 

But here is what shouldn't be over- 
looked : 

“The Yanks are hard to beat.” 

Only Two In Shape. 

_ Crippled they may be, with Carl 
Combs, the game’s greatest center- 
fielder, out of the series; Babe Ruth 
and Tony Lazzeri lame of leg and 
arm, and most of the other regulars 
more ready for the hospital than the 
playing field. But when it comes to 
a pinch, with the pressure on hard- 
est, then is when baseball’s axiom is 
most applicable At such times, the 
Yanks are indeed hard to beat. 

It is a fact that only two Yankee 
regulars, reliable old Bob Meusel, the 
aging left-fielder, and Chunty Benny 
Bengough, first string catcher, are in 
first class shape for the series, while 
of the pitchers only Waite Heyt and 
George Pipgras rank as reasonably de- 
pendable. 

When the Yankees established a 
mid-season lead of more than a dozen 
games, they settled down to bridge 
and poker and tried to forget the 
baseball business. 

This proved rearly as fatal as when 
Jack Dempsey forgot to duck. 

Before the Yankees could get going 
again, the Philadelphia Athletics had 
spurted from far in the rear and 
passed them. Then and there it look- 
ed as though the race would go to 
the Mackmen by half a dozen games. 
Only a game ball club could have 
snapped out of the slump in which the 
Yankees found themselves. 

New York kad a four-game series 
to play with Philadelphia just after 
Connie Mack’s club took the lead. 
And what happened is baseball his- 
tory, for the Yankees swatted the 
Athletics three games out of four and 
went right on to win their third sue- 
cessive pennant.
